Wausau  Students  Get  Live  TV  from  Space 


Students  at  Wausau's  St.  Mat¬ 
thew  Middle  School  can  now 
watch  live  television  from  space, 
thanks  to  the  Wausau  Knights  of 
Columbus  and  the  Rib  Mountain 
Amateur  Television  Society.  The 
equipment,  purchased  By  a  K  of 
C  grant,  was  installed  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  RMATS.  The  school  can 
now  receive  421.25  MHz  trans¬ 
missions  from  the  AD9W  Ama¬ 
teur  Television  repeater  on  Rib 
Mountain  near  Wausau.  This 
repeater  provides  NASA  Select 
programming  suring  Space  Shut¬ 
tle  and  deep  apace  probe  mis¬ 
sions.  Mission  highlights  of  the 
flight  of  the  shuttle  Discovery  on 
mission  STS-51  were  used  in  the 
classroom  to  demonstrate  prob¬ 
lems  of  working  in  microgravity. 
The  school  has  also  obtained 
computer  software  that  allows 
students  to  track  the  orbital 
position  of  a  shuttle  during  a 
mission.  This  equipment  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  also  be  used  during  rhe 
Wausau  Public  School  System's 
annual  "Dream  Flight  Wausau" 
mission  of  the  "Apollo  Condor,"  a 
school  bus  modified  to  resemble 
a  Space  Shuttle.  In  the  photo  are, 
left  to  right,  Ed  Wall,  St.  Mat¬ 
thew's  math  and  science  teacher;

La  Crosse  Amateur  Radio  Weekend  a  Success 


Amateur  Radio  weekend  in  La  Crosse,  Wisconsin 
was  a  nice  success,  according  to  the  hams  involved 
in  the  project  this  year.  La  Crosse  Mayor  Patrick 
Zielke  proclaimed  the  weekend  of  October  9-10  as 
Amateur  Radio  Weekend  in  La  Crosse,  recognizing 
ham  radio’s  benefits  to  public  service. 

As  a  part  of  that  event,  a  demonstration  of  ham 
radio  was  set  up  at  Riverside  Park  and  manned  by 
area  ham  operators.  Included  in  the  demonstration 
was  the  Riverland  Amateur  Radio  Club’s  emer¬ 
gency  communications  trailer  and  several  displays 
of  communication  techniques.  The  club  will  be 
conducting  classes  for  prospective  new  hams  this 
fall,  and  the  event  was  used  as  a  means  to  recruit 
more  students  for  the  class. 


Two  of  the  three  local  television  stations  covered 
the  event.  The  La  Crosse  County  Amateur  Radio 
Emergency  Service  jointly  sponsored  the  event, 
along  with  the  Riverland  Club.

Support  Grows 
in  Congress 


Joint  Resolution  Continues 
to  Gain  Momentum 


97  members  of  the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives 
and  15  U.S.  Senators  have  become  co-sponsors  of 
the  Amateur  Radio  Service  Joint  Resolution,  which 
was  introduced  in  the  Senate  on  May  7  and  in  the 
House  on  May  20. 

At  its  January  1993  meeting,  the  ARRL  Board  of 
Directors  paved  the  way  for  the  resolution,  with  a 
motion  by  New  England  Division  Director  Bill 
Burden,  WB1BRE,  that  read: 

"VOTED  that  our  Washington  team  is  authorized 
to  seek  formal  recognition  by  the  103rd  Congress  of 
the  role  played  by  the  Amateur  Radio  Service  as  a 
national  resource  in  preparation  for  and  relief  from 
disasters,  and  for  technical  progress  in  electronics." 

The  task  now,  as  always,  is  to  line  up  more  co¬ 
sponsors  for  both  S.J.  Res.  90  (the  Senate  version) 
and  H.J.  Res.  199  (the  House  resolution),  as 
quickly  as  possible.  Mail  from  constituents  at 
home  to  senators  and  representatives  is  especially 
important  to  the  passage  of  a  joint  resolution, 

U.S.  senators  and  representatives  are  listed  in  the 
U.S.  Government  section  of  local  telephone 
directories. 

Rep.  Mike  Kreidler  (D-WA),  an  original  co¬ 
sponsor  of  the  House  Resolution,  lauded  amateurs 
for  their  public  service  communications  work, 
saying  in  his  introductory  statement  "It  is  about 
time  for  the  Congress  to  recognize  these  achieve¬ 
ments.

The  FOC  now  requires  applicants  to  show 
their  ORIGINAL  AMATEUR  LICENSE  to  the  VEC.  A 
copy  of  your  license  must  be  attached  to  your 
FCC  form  610.  You  will  also  be  required  to  have 
a  photo  ID,  or  other  acceptable  identification. 


GENERAL  RULES 
FOR  MOST  EXAMINATIONS: 

Be  sure  to  check  with  sponsors  in  the  event 
there  are  changes  and/or  errors  in  the  dates  or 
information  given. 

Most  examinations  require  filing  an  FOC 
Form  610  and  advance  registration  at  least  30 
days  before  the  exam  date,  (Sane  VECs  ■  permit 
walkins.  Check  with  sponsor.) 

To  register,  you  must  first  secure  a  copy 
of  the  current  FCC  Form  610  and  fill  it  out  com¬ 
pletely  (AM)  CORRECTLY) .  Get  your  form  from  an 
FCC  Field  Office,  the  ARKL  or  Badger  State  Smoke 
Signals.  Send  a  2%  SASE  if  you  request  one 
from  the  ARKL  or  BSSS.  In  most  cases,  forms  can 
also  be  obtained  from  the  sponsoring  group. 

ARRL/VEC  examinations  require  a  check  for 
$5.60  payable  to  "ARRL/VEC". 


The  FOC  new  requires  applicants  to  show 
their  ORIGINAL  AMATEUR  LICENSE  or  CSCE  to  the 
VEC.

Instant  License  Proposed 


Nobel  Prize  Winner  Attributes 
Success  to  Amateur  Radio 


The  winner  of  the  1993  Nobel  Prize  for  Physics, 
Princeton  University’s  Dr.  Joseph  H.  Taylor,  K1JT, 
attributes  his  success  in  science  to  his  early  involve¬ 
ment  in  Amateur  Radio,  according  to  published 
news  accounts. 

Taylor,  who  shared  this  year’s  award  with  his 
former  student  and  current  Princeton  colleague.  Dr. 
Russell  A.  Hulse,  told  reporters  that  he  developed 
his  scientific  skills  as  a  ham  while  a  student  at 
Moorestown  Friends  Academy  in  New  Jersey. 

Taylor  earned  a  bachelor’s  degree  from  Haverford 
College  in  1963,  and  a  doctorate  in  astronomy  from 
Harvard  University. 

The  Nobel  Committee  awarded  this  year’s  physics 
prize  to  Taylor  and  Hulse  for  their  study  of  the 
gigantic  gravitational  forces  exerted  by  pulsars. 
Their  results  are  thought  by  scientists  to  confirm 
many  of  the  predictions  of  Einstein’s  general  theory 
of  relativity.

FCC  Honors  KN4ZT 

The  Federal  Communications  Commission  has 
presented  a  bronze  plaque  of  appreciation  to  Melvin 
I.  Woods,  KN4ZT,  of  Annandale,  Virginia.  Woods 
was  cited  by  the  Commission  for  what  it  called 
outstanding  assistance  in  solving  a  false  distress 
signal  case  in  1992. 

The  case  involved  an  S.O.S.  on  14.313  MHz  in 
August,  1992.  The  FCC  said  Woods  not  only 
provided  important  information  at  the  time,  but  also 
cooperated  with  the  FCC  in  its  subsequent  investi¬ 
gation. 

Woods,  58,  served  in  the  U.S.  Navy  from  1952  to 
1976,  and  is  a  former  Senior  Chief  Radioman  and 
Chief  Electronics  Technician.  He  was  first  licensed 
as  a  Novice  in  1953,  and  currently  holds  the 
Amateur  Extra  Class  license. 

At  the  October  13  award  ceremony.  Woods  also 
received  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard  Public  Service 
Award  from  Rear  Admiral  William  J.  Ecker.

Station  Location  Dropped 
from  FCC  License  Forms 

Effective  November  15,  1993,  the  FCC  will  no 
longer  require  that  a  station  location  be  shown  on 
amateur  license  applications,  nor  on  applications  for 
reciprocal  operating  permits. 

The  Commission,  in  an  Order  adopted  September 
24,  said  that  because  portable  and  mobile  equipment 
is  now  so  often  used  by  amateurs,  a  station’s 
location  often  changes,  sometimes  even  daily. 

The  FCC  also  said  that  deleting  the  station 
location  requirement  would  expedite  the  processing 
of  license  applications.  They  said  that  since  it  is  a 
"nonsubstantive”  change  in  licensing  procedures,  no 


The  FCC  has  proposed  temporary  operating 
authority  to  unlicensed  persons  who  pass  the 
examination  for  a  new  amateur  operator  license. 

The  temporary  operating  authority  would 
begin  when  the  exam  is  passed  and  an  application 
for  a  license  is  filed,  and  last  until  a  full-term 
license  is  received  from  the  FCC  (not  more  than 
120  days). 

The  temporary  operating  authority  would  not 
be  available  to  anyone  whose  license  has  been 
revoked  or  suspended  or  who  has  been  involved 
in  other  enforcement  proceedings  before  the  FCC. 
Under  the  proposal,  the  Commission  also  would 
reserve  the  right  to  cancel  such  temporary  opera¬ 
ting  authority  without  a  hearing  if  a  need  to  do  so 
arose. 

Those  operating  under  the  proposed  new 


notice  and  comment  period  was  needed. 

The  amended  FCC  Rule  "Section  97.21  Mailing 
Address”  will  be: 

"Each  application  for  an  amateur  service  license 
and  each  application  for  a  reciprocal  permit  for 
alien  amateur  licensee  must  show  a  mailing  address 
in  an  area  where  the  amateur  service  is  regulated  by 
the  FCC.  The  mailing  address  must  be  one  where 
the  licensee  can  receive  mail  delivery  by  the  United 
States  Postal  Service."

"Space  Neighbors"  Columbia, 

Mir  Ham  it  Up 

In  a  story  in  the  October  27,  1993  issue  of  the 
Wisconsin  State  Journal  of  Madison,  it  was  reported 
that  "Columbia’s  astronauts  called  their  next-door 
neighbors  Tuesday  -  two  cosmonauts  on  Russia’s 
Mir  space  station  84  miles  away." 

According  to  the  story,  "Shuttle  commander  John 
Blaha  said  he  and  his  crew  had  ‘a  good  discussion’ 
via  ham  radio  with  cosmonaut  Alexander  Serebrov. 

"Serebrov  and  Vasily  Tsibiliyev  have  been  in  orbit 
since  July  on  a  195  day  mission.  Columbia’s  seven 
astronauts  (had)  been  in  orbit  since  Oct.  18  on  a  14 
day  mission." 

The  shuttle’s  call  sign  was  W5RRR-1  (W5RRR  is 
the  call  of  the  Johnson  Space  Center  Amateur  Radio 
Club),  and  the  Mir  call  sign  is  R0MIR.  (In  Russian, 
"Mir"  means  "peace." 

Four  Amateurs  Receive  Fines  for 
Malicious  Interference 

Four  amateurs  have  received  FCC  Notices  of 
Apparent  Liability  for  $2000  for  malicious  inter¬ 
ference  on  the  2-meter  band.  In  June,  the  four  gave 
responses  to  FCC  Notices  of  Violation  but  the  FCC 
was  not  persuaded  by  their  arguments. 

Those  receiving  the  NALs  are  John  B.  Genovese, 
WB5LOC,  of  Slidell,  LA;  Will  T.  Blanton,  Jr., 
N5ROC,  of  Carriere,  MS;  and  Joseph  F.  Richard 
III,  N5JNX,  and  Vernon  A.  Paroli,  KA50WW, 
both  of  New  Orleans. 

All  four  had  until  October  10  to  respond  to  the 
NALs.

Society  (WCARS)  VEC  of  Knoxville,  Tennessee 
(RM-8288).

Remember  that  big  table  in  the  last  (fourth) 
article  in  this  series?  Let’s  look  at  the  data  in  one 
line  of  that  table  a  little  closer:

Notice  that  the  most  common  current  formats, 
5%  and  VA  inch  DSDD  disks  (360k  and  720k), 
show  a  maximum  of  1 12  root  entries.  What  exactly 
does  that  mean?  Well,  here  is  an  experiment  I  did 
to  illustrate  that.  If  you  are  so  inclined,  you  can  do 
the  same  experiment. 

I  took  a  freshly  formatted  360k  disk  and 
created  a  file  on  it,  using  the  DOS  command  COPY 
CON  1.  That  command  says  in  effect,  "whatever

i,  put  into  a  rue 


named  1".  I  entered  just  one  keystroke,  the  capital 
letter  A,  then  pressed  Ctrl-Z.  This  keystroke 
combination  tells  DOS  the  human  is  all  done,  and 
to  close  the  file.  When  I  then  gave  the  command 
DIR,  it  showed  a  single  entry,  a  file  named  1  which 
contained  just  1  byte. 

I  did  all  this  again,  this  time  creating  a  file 
named  2.  Again,  it  occupied  only  a  single  byte  of 
disk  space.  I  repeated  the  process  7  more  times 
until  I  had  9  files,  named  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8  and 
9.  Since  my  goal  was  to  create  over  100  such  files, 
I  employed  a  little  trick  from  then  on  to  save  time. 
Instead  of  creating  each  file  individually,  I  issued 
the  command  COPY  1  10,  COPY  111,  COPY  1 
12,  and  so  on,  until  I  had  19  files.  Then  I  typed 
the  command  COPY  1?  2?,  the  COPY  2?  3?,  and 
so  on,  until  I  had  99  files  on  the  disk.  I  continued 
with  these  file  manipulations  until  there  were 
exactly  112  files  present  on  the  disk,  named  1 
through  1 12.  The  DIR  command  showed  that  there 
were  1 12  bytes  in  1 12  files.  If  I  looked  at  any  one 
of  the  files  with  a  word  processer  or  just  by  typing 
the  contents  to  the  screen,  each  file  contained  just 
the  letter  A  in  it. 

Then,  the  final  experiment.  I  typed  COPY  1 
113  and  pressed  the  ENTER  key.  After  a  pause, 
DOS  sent  me  an  error  message: 


copied 

That’s  it!  In  the  root  directory  of  any  DSDD 
floppy,  you  can  have  ONLY  112  files,  no  matter 
how  much  space  is  left  on  the  disk.  So  the  simple 
message  is,  if  you  are  cramming  a  bunch  of  files  on 
a  floppy,  even  if  there  is  plenty  of  unused  space  on 
it,  be  careful  when  you  get  in  the  vicinity  of  100 
files,  because  112  is  the  absolute  limit! 

There  is  a  "work-around."  While  the  root 
directory  is  limited  to  112  entries,  subdirectories 
have  no  such  limit.  You  can  stuff  hundreds  of  files 
in  a  subdirectory  on  a  floppy,  so  long  as  their 
combined  space  does  not  exceed  the  space  available 
on  the  disk.  The  message  here:  If  you  want  to  put 
more  than  112  files  on  a  floppy,  create  a 
subdirectory  and  put  them  in  there.  Type  MD 
MYFILES  to  create  a  subdirectory  named 
MYFILES,  then  type  CD  MYFILES  to  put  yourself 
in  that  directory.  You  can  then  copy  files  to  your 
heart’s  content!  Happy  computing!

Modem  Autobaud  Switching

The  modems  on  the  market  at  the  present  time  are  "autobaud"  switching 
types.  An  advantage  to  this  type  of  modem  is  best  shown  with  an  example.  Let’s 
say  that  you  call  into  a  BBS  that  you  think  is  running  at  2400  baud,  but  for  some 
reason  it  responds  to  you  at  1200  baud.  The  autobaud  switching  modem  will 
automatically  change  the  baud  rate  to  1200  baud  and  allow  the  connect  between 
the  two  modems. 

I  use  a  computer  mainframe  which  you  call  into  and  then,  when  you  enter  an 
access  code,  the  phone  line  connection  is  terminated.  The  mainframe  then  calls 
you  back. 

The  issue  with  this  system  is  that  the  call-in  modem  is  at  300  or  1200  baud, 
while  the  call-back  modem  also  supports  2400  baud.  I,  of  course,  want  to  operate 
at  2400  baud.  I  set  my  modem  to  2400  baud  and  call-in.  The  connect 
automatically  resets  the  modem  to  1200  baud.  The  call-back  is  sometimes  fairly 
quick;  and  since  the  modems  on  both  ends  are  autoswitching,  this  can  sometimes 
be  an  issue  in  attempting  communications. 

Most  modems  use  the  "Hayes"  standard  command  set,  and  a  method  from  this 
command  set  is  provided  to  switch  the  baud  rate.  Herein  lies  the  secret  to  making 
sure  that  the  modem  is  at  the  desired  baud  rate.  The  "AT"  command  to  the 
modem  (to  get  its  attention)  is  the  command  used  to  set  the  baud  rate.  Since  I 
have  the  communications  parameters  from  the  terminal  software  set  to  2400 
baud,  I  simply  issue  the  "AT"  command  to  the  modem  to  set  the  baud  rate  back 
to  2400  baud  again  -  ready  for  the  call-back.  Another  method  of  gaining  time  to 
get  the  modem  reset  is  simply  to  remove  the  phone  off  the  hook  until  you  have 
it  reset.  Most  of  these  types  of  devices  will  try  again  on  a  call-back. 

My  modem  for  this  call-back  connect  must  also  be  in  the  autoanswer  mode 
within  two  rings.  So  when  I  issue  the  command  to  dial  out  to  the  mainframe,  I 
also  include  the  autoanswer  command  to  the  modem  before  the  "dial"  command. 
Then,  in  the  hang-up  string,  I  include  the  command  to  turn  the  autoanswer 
function  off.  For  both  of  these  commands,  I  would  suggest  that  you  use  macros, 
which  are  available  in  most  communications  programs.  □

THE  ARRL  INCOMING  QSL  BUREAU  SYSTEM 


Purpose 

Within  the  U.S.  and  Canada,  the  ARRL  DX  QSL 
Bureau  System  is  made  up  of  numerous  call  area 
bureaus  that  act  as  central  clearing  houses  for 
QSLs  arriving  from  foreign  countries.  These 
"incoming''  bureaus  are  staffed  by  volunteers. 
The  service  is  free  and  ARRL  membership  is  not 
required. 

Hew  it  Wbrks 

Most  countries  have  "outgoing"  QSL  bureaus 
that  operate  in  much  the  same  manner  as  the  ARRL 
(Xitgoing  QSL  Service.  The  member  sends  his  cards 
to  his  outgoing  bureau  where  they  are  packaged 
and  shipped  to  the  appropriate  countries. 

A  majority  of  the  DX  QSLs  are  shipped 
directly  to  the  individual  incoming  bureaus 
vbere  volunteers  sort  the  incoming  QSLs  by  the 
first  letter  of  the  call  sign  suffix.  One  indi¬ 
vidual  may  be  assigned  the  responsibility  of 
handling  from  one  or  more  letters  of  the  alpha¬ 
bet.  Operating  costs  are  funded  from  ARRL  mem¬ 
bership  dues. 

Claiming  your  QSLs 


Send  a  5  x  7-1/2  or  6  x  9  inch  self-ad¬ 
dressed,  stanped  envelope  (SASE)  to  the  bureau 
serving  your  callsign  district.  Neatly  print 
your  call-sign  in  the  upper  left  comer  of  the 
envelope.  Place  your  mailing  address  on  the 
front  of  the  envelope.  A  suggested  way  to  send 
envelopes  is  to  affix  a  first  class  stanp  and 
clip  extra  postage  to  the  envelope.  Then,  if  you 
receive  more  than  1  oz.  of  cards,  they  can  be 
sent  in  the  single  package. 

Some  incoming  bureaus  sell  envelopes  or 
postage  credits  in  addition  to  the  normal  SASE 
handling.  They  provide  the  proper  envelope  and 
postage  upon  the  prepayment  of  a  certain  fee. 
The  exact  arrangements  can  be  obtained  by  send¬ 
ing  your  inquiry  with  a  SASE  to  your  .area  bu¬ 
reau.  A  list  of  bureaus  appears  below. 

Helpful  Hints 

Good  cooperation  between  the  DXer  and  the 
bureau  is  important  to  ensure  a  smooth  flow  of 
cards.  Remenber  that  the  people  vfoo  work  in  the 
area  bureaus  are  volunteers.  They  are  providing 
you  with  a  valuable  service.  With  that  thought 
in  mind,  please  pay  close  attention  to  the 
following  DOs  and  DCN'Ts. 

*  DOs 

*  DO  keep  self-addressed  5  x  7-1/2  or  6  x  9 
inch  envelopes  on  file  at  your  bureau,  with  your 
call  in  the  upper  left  corner,  and  affix  at 
least  one  omit  of  first-class  postage. 

*  DO  send  the  bureau  enough  postage  to 
cover  SASEs  on  file  and  enough  to  take  care  of 
possible  postage  rate  increases. 

*  DO  respond  quickly  to  any  bureau  request 
for  SASEs,  stamps  or  money.  Unclaimed  card 
backlogs  are  the  bureau's  biggest  problem. 

*  DO  notify  the  bureau  of  your  new  call  as 
you  upgrade.  Please  send  SASEs  with  new  call,  in 
addition  to  SASEs  with  old  call. 

*  DO  include  a  SASE  with  any  information 
request  to  the  bureau. 

*  DO  notify  the  bureau  in  writing  if  you 
don't  want  your  cards. 

*  DON'Ts 

*  DON'T  send  domestic  US  to  US  cards  to 
your  call-area  bureau. 

*  DON'T  expect  DX  cards  to  arrive  for 
several  months  after  the  QS0.  Overseas  delivery 
is  very  slow.  Many  cards  caning  from  overseas 
bureaus  are  over  a  year  old. 

*  DON'T  send  your  outgoing  DX  cards  to  your 
call-area  bureau. 

*  DON'T  send  SASEs  to  your  "portable" 
bureau.  For  example,  AA2Z/1  sends  SASEs  to  the 
W2  bureau,  not  the  WI  bureau. 

*  DON'T  send  SASEs  to  the  ARRL  Outgoing  QSL 
Service.
